Province back to 
work on April 30 

politics The provincial 
government announced 
yesterday the Nova Scotia 
legislature would resume 
sitting on Thursday, April 
30. 

The 60th general assem¬ 
bly opened in the fall and 
lasted until Nov. 25. The 
government said in a re¬ 
lease there isn’t going to 
be a speech from the 
throne, but the opening 
day will start at 2 p.m. and 
include regular house busi¬ 
ness, including question 
period. 

Both opposition parties 
have been attacking the 
government recently for 
the length of time that has 
passed since the last sit¬ 
ting.

downtown developments 
will be able to go ahead, 
even though they don’t 
conform to HRMbyDesign. 

Yesterday Halifax Re¬ 
gional Council voted to 
grandfather the projects 
forward because the devel¬ 
opers had already applied 
and HRMbyDesign hasn’t 
received final approval. 

Two of the develop¬ 
ments, located at Barring¬ 
ton and Sackville streets, 
are about three times the 
proposed 
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The minority Progressive 
Conservatives made a last- 
minute budget move yes¬ 
terday, doling out 
hundreds of millions to 
the province’s universities. 

But opposition parties 
say the province is driving 
itself into “a technical 
deficit” and playing poli¬ 
tics as a possible election 
approaches. 

“A fudge-it budget — 
that’s what it is,” NDP 
Leader Darrell Dexter said 
yesterday. “It’s a manipula¬ 
tion of the books.” 

The additional $256 mil¬ 
lion promised to help post- 
secondaiy institutions 
with operating costs will 
more than exhaust the

$213 surplus projected by 
the province last Decem¬ 
ber, leaving some to won¬ 
der where the extra $43 
million is coming from. 

“The amount of money 
that they want to spend is 
not available in last year’s 
budget unless they make a 
change to the Provincial Fi¬ 
nance Act,” Dexter said. 

It seems the MacDonald 
government hopes to 
retroactively amend the 
act so that it can use 
$105.8 million from the 
offshore offset, which is 
legally required to go to¬ 


ward paying off the 
province’s debt, as part of 
that $256 million. 

“This is highly unusual 
and highly troubling,” Dex¬ 
ter said. 

But Finance Minister 
Jamie Muir said yesterday 
the province’s budget 
would be balanced. “Is the 
province able to pay its 
bills having done this? The 
answer is ‘yes.’” 

Muir said Nova Scotians 
understand the need to in¬ 
vest in the operating budg¬ 
ets of its universities, “giv¬ 
en the economic condi¬ 


tions that we have and de¬ 
clining revenues.” 

To change the law, the 
Tories will need the sup¬ 
port of at least one opposi¬ 
tion party. Otherwise it 
will trigger an election. 
Liberal Leader Stephen Mc¬ 
Neil said his party would 
not vote in favour of 
changing the law so the To¬ 
ries can stay out of the red. 

“These additional appro¬ 
priations should not be 
taking place at the end of 
the (fiscal) year,” said Mc¬ 
Neil. 

Muir said the amend¬ 
ment would be tabled 
along with the budget 
when the House of Assem¬ 
bly resumes April 30. He 
admitted that to pass both 
and avoid an election, 
“we’re going to need a 
dance partner.”

“It is very frustrating to 
me as justice minister when 
we’ve put so much effort 
and resources into making 
sure these incidents don’t 
recur, but human error is a 
part of that process and it 
has been in this case,” 
Clarke said. 

He said his department is 
implementing the recom¬ 
mendations of a Deloitte re¬ 
view on how to improve se¬ 
curity.

Liberals want fixed budget dates 



Nova Scotia Liberal Leader Stephen McNeil held a press 
conference yesterday to say he wanted fixed dates for spring 
budgets and the sitting of the legislature. 
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politics Tired of waiting 
for the governing Conser¬ 
vatives to release their 
budget, the provincial Lib¬ 
erals called for fixed budg¬ 
et and legislature dates 
yesterday. 

“It provides clarity and 
certainty to the very insti¬ 
tutions that we depend on 
for our health care, for the 
education of our children 
and for the services we 
most cherish,” McNeil said 
at a press conference at 
the legislature. 

He proposes the legisla¬ 
ture sit by the second Mon¬ 
day of February every year, 
with a budget to be pre¬ 
sented by the third Tues¬ 
day in February. The fall 
sitting of the house would 
begin the first Monday in 
October. 

“How are we expecting 
school boards, for exam¬ 
ple, to deal with issues of 
staffing today when they 
don’t know what their 
budget’s going to be,” he 
said. 

The Liberals and NDP 
have repeatedly called on 
the MacDonald Tories to 


recall the house and re¬ 
lease this year’s budget. 
They’ve accused the gov¬ 
ernment of stalling for po¬ 
litical reasons. The Tories, 
who announced yesterday 
the legislature would re¬ 
sume sitting on April 30, 
say they’re waiting for all 
the information to come 
in before moving with a 
budget. 

But NDP Leader Darrell 
Dexter didn’t back the Lib¬ 
eral proposal yesterday. He 


said fixed dates were un¬ 
necessarily rigid, and if 
there’s any deadline it 
should be to have the 
budget out by the end of 
the fiscal year. 

“I think tying the hands 
of the government that 
way is really of question¬ 
able value. What they 
should be committed to is 
making sure that there’s a 
budget before the house in 
a timely fashion,” Dexter 
said.

There are now 116

“If a mission is worth 
doing, a mission is worth 
doing and you have to 
have those assessments 
before you go in. The loss 
of any one of those young 
men and that young lady 
that we lost hurts every 
single Canadian,” he told 
Metro yesterday. 

“You cannot use that as 
a determination after the 
fact. You decide this is a

Canada is planning to 
withdraw its troops from 
Afghanistan in 2011, but 
Hillier said the mission 
will take longer than that. 

“If Canada leaves in 
2011, and that’s Canada’s 
sovereign right to do so, 
but the mission will not 
be finished and other in¬ 
ternational troops will 
have to take up the mis¬ 
sion and carry it on from 
there.”

Mother Nature showed 
she’s not done with winter, 
dumping nine centimetres 
of the white stuff on Hali¬ 
fax overnight Monday. 

That was following an al¬ 
ready wet day, with Envi¬ 
ronment Canada reporting 
22.5 millimetres of rain 
falling at Halifax Stanfield 
International Airport. 

The greasy weather 
closed schools across Hali¬ 
fax regional school board, 
bringing the number of 
snow days this year to 7Z 
for most students, al¬ 
though it’s more for some 
rural schools, spokesman 
Doug Hadley said. 

He said the number of 
days schools have closed in 
2008-09 is the highest 
since 2003-04, the year 
that included both hurri¬ 
cane Juan and White Juan, 
when there were nine such 
days across the board. 

Halifax Regional Police 
spokesman Const. Jeff Carr 
said officers responded to 
about 30 collisions across 
Halifax Regional Munici¬ 
pality between 7 p.m. Mon¬ 
day and 9 a.m. yesterday, 
including two serious 
crashes on the Bedford 
Highway. 

The first occurred just af¬ 
ter 7:30 p.m., when a 53- 
year-old man on the ramp 
leading to Joseph Howe 
Drive crashed head-on into 
another vehicle. A 27-year- 
old woman in the other car 
sustained a broken rib, he 
said. 

The second happened at 
about 1:43 a.m. when a 
snowplow driver struck a 
power pole to avoid anoth¬ 
er vehicle. 


Sydney airport to get $246K 
for infrastructure upgrades 


funding The Sydney air¬ 
port will receive more 
than $246,000 in federal 
money for infrastructure 
upgrades. 

The funding announce¬ 
ment came earlier this 
week in Sydney following 
Defence Minister Peter 
MacKay outlining the fed¬ 
eral government’s plan for 
the Atlantic Energy Gate¬ 
way. 

“We’re investing in this 
airport because of its re¬ 
gional and local impor¬ 
tance and the long-term 
economic development of 
Cape Breton requires this 
transportation link,” Mac¬ 
Kay said. 


He said the airport is im¬ 
portant for bringing in 
tourists, investors and 
businesses, as well as en¬ 
abling local business peo¬ 
ple to easily explore new 
markets for their products. 

The money, which is be¬ 
ing funnelled through En¬ 
terprise Cape Breton Corp., 
will assist the Sydney Air¬ 
port Authority with the 
first phase of its plans to 
upgrade the airport. That 
includes the installation of 
a new fire alarm system, 
improved heating and air 
conditioning systems, new 
cargo bays and repairs to 
its roof.

CSIS admits to using 
torture-obtained info 


In stunning testimony 
that flatly contradicts 
stated Conservative gov¬ 
ernment policy, a senior 
CSIS official admitted the 
spy agency still uses 
information that may 
have been obtained by 
torture in national securi¬ 
ty investigations “if lives 
are at stake.” 

Geoffrey O’Brian, a 
lawyer and CSIS adviser on 
operations and legislation, 
told the Commons public 
safety committee there is 
no ban on using intelli¬ 
gence that may have been 
obtained from countries 
with sketchy human rights 
records on using torture. 

“Do we use information 
that comes from torture? 
The answer is we only do

“The Government of 
Canada does not condone 
torture. Period.”

Duck deaths at Syncrude triple initial tally 


wildlife The death toll 
among ducks that landed 
on a toxic waste pond at 
Syncrude Canada Ltd.’s oil- 
sands operation last spring 
was 1,606, more than 
three times higher than 
previously made public, 
Syncrude’s chief executive 
said yesterday. 

CEO Tom Katinas dis¬ 
closed the final count after 


getting permission from 
prosecutors in a criminal 
case against Canada’s 
biggest oilsands producer 
over the deaths, which be¬ 
came symbolic in efforts 
by green groups to high¬ 
light the environmental 
impact of developing the 
huge energy resource. 

The previous public tally 
was 500, which was the 


number first estimated af¬ 
ter the incident. Katinas 
said he had been unable to 
make the higher duck 
death toll public with the 
case before the courts. 

“The recovery of birds 
occurred over several 
months, so as the number 
started rising, people like 
myself were in shock,” he 

said. REUTERS

Computer worm set to 
wreak April Fool's havoc 


infection A computer 
worm that has lain dor¬ 
mant in millions of infect¬ 
ed computers worldwide is 
expected to wake up on 
April Fool’s Day, and ... 
well, technicians aren’t 
sure what exactly it’ll do, 
but they suspect it’ll be 
harmful. 

Since Janu- 
ary, the Con- 

ticker worm faking action 

— the largest 
computer 
worm to date 

— has created 
an infrastruc¬ 
ture that its 
creators can use to remote¬ 
ly install software on in¬ 
fected machines, accord¬ 
ing to Symantec.com. 

The computer-security 
software company said the 
worm would likely be used 
to create a botnet that will 
be rented out to criminals 


who want to send spam, 
steal IDs, and direct users 
to online scams and phish¬ 
ing sites. 

That possibility has also 
led to various online scam¬ 
mers trying to profit from 
people looking to rid their 
computers of the worm. 

Web searches are turn- 
ing up vari- 
^ m ous compa¬ 
nies that say 
their security 
programs are 
able to re¬ 
move the 
worm, but 
tests by legiti¬ 
mate security firms have 
shown the claims are false. 

With the worm targeting 
Windows XP and Windows 
Vista, Microsoft is offering 
a $250,000 US reward for 
information leading to the 
arrest and conviction of its

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Levant, Steyn are heroes of free speech 


When the right wing gets 
together, there’s usually 
enough room left in the 
phone booth for a march¬ 
ing band, but last night’s 
Fraser Institute gathering 
in Vancouver was sold out. 

And the speaker, neo-con 
Albertan Ezra Levant, is the 
toast of the Left Coast. The 


former Western Standard 
publisher and Reform MP is 
on a Vancouver tour de tri- 
omphe while basking in the 
glow of rave reviews for his 
latest book, Shakedown, in¬ 
cluding one from Rex Mur¬ 
phy, the man who put the 
polysyllables in pundit. 

What’s going on here? 
Why is Ezra Levant the 
flavour of the month? Dare 
I say because he deserves to 
be? 

Levant and his fellow 
traveller, Mark Steyn, were 
both targeted by various of 
the 13 Canadian human 
rights commissions for 
their work on Islam: Levant 


for publishing the notori¬ 
ous Danish Muhammad 
cartoons when he knew it 
was dangerous; and Steyn 
for musing in MacLean’s 
that Islam is winning the 
war against civilization by 
breeding more ambitiously. 

Yes, the neo-con is always 
wondering why the rest of 
us fuzzy thinkers can’t see 
that the glass is half empty 
and draining fast. But what¬ 
ever I think, I support the 
right’s right to say what it 
thinks, unlike the govern¬ 
ment thought police known 
as the human rights com¬ 
mission. Under the guise of 
protecting the rights of mi¬ 


norities, the HRCs have 
trampled eveiyone else’s. 

Steyn and Levant, unlike 
so many cowed into si¬ 
lence, stood up against 
what Levant calls “Alice in 
Wonderland commissions 
where bizarre new human 
rights are made up on the 
spot and where regular le¬ 
gal procedures don’t apply.” 
Shakedown is an account of 
his persecution at the 
hands of the Alberta com¬ 
mission, as well as a tour 
through the highlights of a 
Canadian quasi-judicial sys¬ 
tem gone starkers. 

I think Levant is enjoying 
his 15 minutes of positive 


press because Canadians 
are waking up to the fact 
that their human rights 
watchdogs are off the leash, 
and are thankful that some¬ 
one has the guts to stand 
up for freedom of speech, 
our most important right, 
the one most in danger of 
being trampled under the 
boot of government good 
intentions. 

One hundred people died 
in the savage madness that 
erupted over the Danish 
cartoons poking fun at the 
prophet Muhammad. I 
want to continue to live in 
a countiy where I can argue 
with Islam and frankly with 


all religions promising eter¬ 
nal bliss in return for lock- 
step compliance here on 
Earth, and not fear the 
wrath of holy men and bu¬ 
reaucrats. 

Thanks to unlikely he¬ 
roes such as Ezra Levant 
and Mark Steyn, I am still 
free to speak and write the 
truth as I see it. But it’s a 
near thing, and Thomas Jef¬ 
ferson’s words still ring 
true: “The price of freedom 
is eternal vigilance.”

Credit card losses up 


Escalating job losses and 
personal bankruptcies are 
exacting a deepening toll 
on the credit card busi¬ 
nesses of major banks. 

Already grappling with 
higher losses, the banks 
are moving swiftly to cut 
their risks by stepping up 
collections and cutting the 
credit limits of high-risk 
clients, an industry confer¬ 


ence in Montreal was told. 

But even as banks signal 
the era of easy credit is 
over, a report suggests the 
financial hangover from 
that heyday could persist 
for some time to come. 

Equifax Canada released 
data suggesting that hard- 
hit Canadians are failing to 
pay their bills on time at 
“an increasing rate” and 


that credit card debt was 
largely to blame. 

The credit bureau said 
the average national con¬ 
sumer delinquency rate in¬ 
creased by 7.3 per cent 
over the period from Feb- 
ruaiy 2008 to February 
2009. Equifax defines de¬ 
linquent bills as those that 
are at least 90 days over¬ 
due.

The Dalhousie Tigers have 
landed a major building 
block in an effort to revive 
their men’s hockey 
program. 

The Tigers announced 
yesterday that highly re¬ 
garded P.E.I. Rocket goal- 
tender Bobby Nadeau is 
headed to Dalhousie next 
season, the first of what 
head coach Pete Belliveau 
hopes will be a series of big- 
name recruits this off-sea¬ 
son. 

The Tigers have missed 
the playoffs five straight 
seasons since winning na¬ 
tional bronze in 2004 in 
Fredericton, N.B., and have 
lost a stunning 113 of their 
past 140 games. 

“I think Bobby Nadeau is 
the start of the process 
here,” said Belliveau, who 
won a national title with 
the Moncton Aigles Bleus in 
1995. “I think he’s the top 
20-year-old in the QMJHL. 
It’s his skill, character and 
mental toughness.” 

Nadeau, who won the 
Jacques Plante Trophy as 
top QMJHL goalie in 2007- 
OS, posted a 3.24 goals- 
against average and a .904 
save percentage in 56 starts 
with P.E.I. 

Belliveau said Nadeau 
maintains an A average in 
courses at the University of 
Prince Edward Island and 


wants to pursue a career in 
dentistry at Dalhousie. He 
describes Nadeau as “the 
kind of person we want to 
associate ourselves with.” 

The Tigers are also work¬ 
ing on recruiting Cape Bre¬ 
ton Screaming Eagles star 


Robert Slaney, a high-scor¬ 
ing power forward who is 
interested in pursuing a ca¬ 
reer in medicine. 

Belliveau, who joined the 
Tigers last season and went 
4-23-1, would only say that 
he has “a lot of lines in the 


water” and that he hopes 
Nadeau’s commitment 
helps. 

“It might be a domino ef¬ 
fect,” said Belliveau. “He has 
a lot of friends in the Qwho 
are very, very good hockey 
players. We might get more 


recruits through him.” 

Nadeau will battle for 
starting duty next season 
with fourth-year incumbent 
Josh Disher, who posted a 
5.41 goals-against average 
and a .875 save percentage 
in 23 starts.

road test With the days of 
super-cheap gas long be¬ 
hind us, the four-cylinder 
engine is rapidly becoming 
“king of the road.” Many of 
them are now as quiet and 
powerful as V6 engines 
used to be, and they’re 
showing up in more mod¬ 
els than ever. 

Saturn has responded 
with the midsize Aura 
sedan. The 2.4-litre four- 
cylinder previously found 
only in the base XE model 
is now also available in the 
upper-line XR trim. GM 
further streamlines the 
model by dropping one of 
the two V6 engines offered 
for 2008; for 2009, there’s 
only a 3.6-litre V6, solely in 
XR trim. The 2.4-litre also 
shows up in the Aura Hy¬ 
brid, a “mild” version that 
shuts off at idle, but can’t 
run on its battery alone. 

Mated exclusively to a 
six-speed automatic — sis¬ 
ter car Chevrolet Malibu 
uses a four-speed in its 
base trim — the 2.4-litre 
Aura gets better overall fu¬ 


el economy than any of its 
non-hybrid, auto-equipped 
midsize sedan competi¬ 
tors. Official figures are 9.4 
L/100 1cm in the city and 
5.9 on the highway; in 
combined cold-weather 
driving, I averaged 8.9 
L/100 1cm. 

Pricing starts at $23,728 
for the XE, while the XR-4 
starts at $26,395. Features 
on the upper line include 
auto-dimming mirrors, 17- 
inch alloy wheels, heated 
cloth seats (optioned to 
leather on my car, and 
which took forever to 
warm up on my tester) 


with power adjustment, re¬ 
mote start, Bluetooth and 
satellite radio. 

Drive-wise, I’ve always 
been partial to Aura/Mal¬ 
ibu. It isn’t that anything 
really stands out, but it’s a 
cohesive package that does 
what it’s meant to do, and 
does it very well. The 169- 
horsepower four has 
enough guts to get through 
traffic; the interior is 
roomy; the seats are sup¬ 
portive; the suspension 
takes care of nasty road im¬ 
perfections; and fit-and- 
finish stands up easily to its 
rivals.

The name Provence might 
trigger visions of lavender 
fields, gentle games of pe- 
tanque and cafe terraces 
where men drink aniseed 
liquor and play cards.

At No. 49 is 
laid-back 
brasserie Le Gril- 
lon. Settle down

snapshot of true Aix life. 
From young university stu¬ 
dents sipping bitter black 
coffee to the true bourgeois 


Aixois grazing on their 
three-course lunches, this is 
the place to see and be 
seen. 

Stroll down to the end of 
the Cours to Place de la Ro- 
tonde, where the fountain- 
turned-roundabout marks 
the original entrance into 
the town. The fountain is 
made up of three mesmer¬ 
izing mermaids, each one 
representing a different as¬ 
pect of the town — Justice, 
Commerce and Agricul¬ 
ture, and Fine Arts. 

An entire day should be 
dedicated to exploring the 
town’s street markets. 
Stock up on local products 
including honey, lavender 
and fresh fruit on Place de 
La Madeleine where the lo¬ 


cal produce market stalls 
open daily from 8 a.m. to 1 
p.m. Then follow the bursts 
of colours and smells over 
to the Palais de Justice, 
where the flower market 
merges with the vintage 
clothes and jewelry stalls 
situated across the street. 
Sunflowers in one hand 
and basket in the other, 
browse through the heaps 
of jewels and hand-woven 
silk pashminas.

Dancing with controversy in Jamaica 


Discovering 
dancehallin 
Kingston's 
gritty dubs 


amaica is a musical 
country, an auditory 
Mecca of sound and 
soul. While this jewel 
of the Caribbean may 
be world famous for her 
Bob Marley beats, a trip 
there proves Jamaican mu¬ 
sic isn’t confined to reggae 
alone. 

Dancehall music, loosely 
defined as high-energy rap 
with a Reggaeton rhythm, 
is extremely popular 
among local youth. 
Kingston, the island’s capi¬ 
tal and largest city, is one 
of the best places to check 
out this trend, live and in¬ 
stereo. 

“Dancehall speaks to the 
concerns, the aspirations 
and problems of the inner 
city. It’s a way of negotiat¬ 
ing the issues ... a way for 
young people to grapple 
with things that are of ma-

jor concern to them,” said 
Clyde Mclcenzie, a well- 
known local musicologist 
and judge of the Jamaican 
version of American Idol. 

For a chance to experi¬ 
ence dancehall music as 
it’s meant to be heard, I 
travelled to Weddy Weddy, 
a nightclub event held 
every Wednesday in an are- 
na-lilce haunt called a 
“dance hall.” Located on a 
gritty avenue in Uptown 
Kingston, hundreds of 
twenty-somethings regu¬ 
larly go there to dance into 
the early morning. 

With its pounding sound 
system, free cover and un¬ 
relenting energy, Weddy 
Weddy not only opens its 
doors to Jamaican club 
kids, but also draws adven¬ 
turous young travellers. 

I was curious about the 
Kingston club scene and

the part that dancehall 
music played within local 
culture, so I slipped into 
appropriate club attire and 
set out to explore. 

In a country with one of 
the world’s highest murder 
rates per capita, I was nerv¬ 
ous about my late night ex¬ 
pedition, but I was assured 
by my local contacts that 
tourists are welcome and 


safe at Weddy Weddy. 

Walking in, I was greet¬ 
ed by friendly bouncers, 
blaring music and a mush¬ 
room cloud of ganja, a 
smell that permeated 
throughout the club. 

The party gets going 
pretty late in Kingston, 
and by 12:30 a.m. the 
crowd began trickling in. A 
DJ spun vinyl as girls in 


pink booty-shorts broke in¬ 
to gymnast-lilce moves — 
apparently, the latest 
tracks often inspire new 
forms of urban dance. 

Weddy Weddy is a fun 
and inclusive scene to wit¬ 
ness but, with all the ex¬ 
citement, it’s easy to forget 
the controversy surround¬ 
ing the music itself. 

McKenzie told me the 


! genre has come under at- 
! tack in the past few years. 
; Critics of the music have 
: called some its lyrics 
| misogynist and homopho- 
; bic; the content has even 
: been blamed for Jamaica’s 
! alarming murder rate and 
epidemic of violence, advo¬ 
cating a ban on dancehall 
artists altogether. 

While McKenzie knows 
about this backlash, he ar¬ 
gued that “people from the 
outside may find the music 
distasteful only because 
they don’t understand all 
the nuances of Jamaican 
culture.” 

Visiting Weddy Weddy is 
a great way for tourists to 
listen to the music in ques¬ 
tion, speak with the people 
and judge for themselves. 
During my time in 
Kingston, I learned that 
dancehall music is the evo¬ 
lution of Bob Marley’s reg¬ 
gae, it’s the popular genre 
of today and — though 
controversial — it plays an 
integral part in Kingston 
culture... for better or 
worse.

Exploring Canadian connection between cars and film

With Fast & Furious about 
to speed into theatres this 
Friday, the latest 
installment of the success¬ 
ful hotrod film franchise is 
sure to be raising 
testosterone levels across 
North America. 

But did you know the 
combination of cars and 
cinema arguably has a 
connection to Canada’s 
first female filmmaker? 

While University of 
Toronto cinema studies 
professor Bart Testa 
would surely stop short of 
directly linking early pio¬ 
neer Nell Shipman to Fast 
& Furious, he does point 


out the early 20th century 
artist did play a role. 

“(Shipman) made a film 
in which she spent the en¬ 
tire film in an automobile 
rescuing her boyfriend 
and so the film was a kind 
of car chase movie,” says 
Testa, adding that Ship- 
man may have another as¬ 
sociation to Fast & Furi¬ 
ous. 

“I understand she actu¬ 
ally wrecked three cars 
making the film.” 

There are certainly oth¬ 
er early examples that are 
more obvious influences 
to the modern use of cars 
in cinema, the original 
Fast and the Furious 
(1955) being the most in¬ 
disputable. 

But one cannot over-

look the importance of 
such gems as Bullitt, the 
original Gone in 60 Sec¬ 
onds and even 1971’s Van¬ 
ishing Point. 

“When you get to 
(2001’s) The Fast and the 
Furious ... they’re pretty 
consciously going back to 
that,” says Testa. 

“Now they’ve souped it 
up because they have spe¬ 
cial effects and the tech¬ 
nology of the automobile 
has expanded — you can 
do a lot more with cars.” 

Although producers of 
Fast & Furious may be 
“souping” up for a big 
box-office take, the auto¬ 
mobile industry has been 


tightening its means in a 
struggling economy. 

With automakers 

around the globe laying 
off employees and moth¬ 
balling their struggling 
product, it ponders one to 
consider if the car’s gold¬ 
en days in the cinema 
aren’t nearing an end as 
well. 

“I think the car films 
that we’re seeing now, the 
cars have already moved 
into the realm of fantasy- 
after-its-death,” says Testa. 

“One of the things that 
the Fast and the Furious is 
about is that, despite the 
thuggish manner of Vin 
Diesel and his buddies in 
these films, there’s some 
suggestion that they’re 
conceptual artists — that

Citrus-Grilled 
California Chicken 
with Melon Sauce 

INGREDIENTS: 

4 skinless, boneless chick¬ 
en breast halves 
Salt to taste 

1/2 tsp (2 ml) black pepper 
1 jalapeno pepper 
6 tbsp (90 ml) fresh lime 
juice, divided 

1 garlic clove, minced 

2 tsp (10 ml) light soy sauce 

SALSA: 

1 large cucumber 

1 small cantaloupe, cut in¬ 
to 1-in. (2.5-cm) cubes 

1/2 basket of cherry toma¬ 
toes, halved 

2 tbsp (25 ml) thinly sliced 
fresh basil 

6 cups (1.5 1) mesclun 
leaves, for serving 

METHOD: 

1. Preheat grill or broiler to 
medium. Sprinkle chicken 
on both sides with salt and 
black pepper. Devein and 
seed jalapeno pepper, then 
mince. In pie plate, mix 2 
tbsp (25 ml) lime juice, gar¬ 
lic, soy sauce and 1 tsp (5 
ml) jalapeno. Add chicken 
and turn to coat. Marinate 


at room temperature while 
preparing salsa. 

2. Halve cucumber length¬ 
wise and remove seeds. 
Place cucumber cut-side 
down on board and thinly 
slice. In medium bowl, toss 
cucumber, cantaloupe, 
tomatoes, basil and 
remaining jalapeno and 
lime juice.

3. Discard marinade and 
lightly coat chicken with 
non-stick cooking spray.
